Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 

Claims 1-36, drawn to a chain and method of making a six-link rope chain, 
classified in class 59, subclass 35.1. 

Claims 37-88, drawn to a length of jewelry chain having first and second 
helical strands exhibiting two distinctly different visual properties, classified 
in class 59, subclass 80. 

Claim 89, drawn to a method for manufacturing a chain by rolling a length 
of material into a cylindrical shape and cutting across the rolled material, 
classified in class 59, subclass 35.1. 

Claims 90-94, drawn to a chain length having interior variations to save 
metal and exterior variation to enhance appearance, classified in class 72, 
subclass 80. 

Claims 95-100, drawn to a method of making a chain of solid and hollow 
cross-sections, classified in class 59, subclass 35.1. 
Claim 101, drawn to a method of manufacturing a chain by bending 
material in two operations, forming links and then forming a chain, 
classified in class 59, subclass 35.1. 
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VII. Claims 102-104, drawn to a method of manufacturing a chain by texturing 
various surfaces of a link and then assembling the links into a chain, 
classified in class 59, subclass 35.1. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions l-VII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are 
not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, 
different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant 
case the different inventions as shown above are not disclosed as usable as a whole 
together. They are different processes or products to form different and unrelated 
results. Albeit that that they are drawn to rope jewelry chains, they still fail to disclose a 
single invention composed of different subcombinations. Further each chain is 
composed of different modes of manufacture, e.g., hollow/solid chains, rolled up link 
material, cut from tubular stock, texturing, variable exterior and interior edges, etc., and 
different effects caused thereby. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their numerous groups of claims and 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
